The current efforts, Winburn 
explained, are in keeping with 
concern shown throughout the 
nation over the volume of harass- 
ing, abusive, obscene or threaten- 
ing calls. A f 


Winburn pointed out these calls’ 


violate State laws and that Pa- 
cific Telephone and the rest of 
the Bell System are strongly in 
favor of prosecution of violators. 

Section 653M of the California 
Penal Code makes it unlawful for 
persons to make obscene, threat- 
ening, and other annoyance calls. 
Persons convicted under this sec- 
tion are guilty of a misdemeanor, 
subject to imprisonment up to six 
months, a $500 fine, or both. 

Winburn said company security 
agents investigated nearly 800 
complaints last year from per- 
sons reporting they were victims 
of some kind of annoyance calls. 
Of arrests made in connection 
with these cases, 80 percent re- 
sulted in convictions. 

“Persons who believe they are 
victims of annoyance calls are in- 
vited to call the company busi- 
ness office and discuss the prob- 
jem with a trained customer rep- 
resentative,’ Winburn said. 

In aggravated or extreme in- 
stances, particularly where there 
is a threat of bodily harm, the 
company will attempt to identify 
the source of the call, and will 
work closely with law enforce- 
ment agencies on the case. 

Winburn said there are certain 
steps the individual may take in 
coping with annoyance callers. 

These steps, he said, usually 
include insisting that the caller 
identify himself and that no infor- 
mation be volunteered or further 
conversation take place until this 
is. done.

seams when dropped. They will 
also melt under abnormal high 
temperatures. These containers 
Were made to hold the product 
that was originally packed and no 
other liquid. The householder 
should store flammables in a 
metal container. This is not only 
a sensible and safe practice but 
it is also California State law. 
The householder should have no 
greater quantity of flammable 
liquids around the house than one 
gallon. Be sure it is capped and 
stored in a well ventilated area 
away from any flame or heat 
source.
